Chauvannes saw it, and at the dis­ 
tance beyond tbe event. 
Only th© 
soundest intelligence, 
in the calm 
control of every faculty, could have 
realized ti.at tbe thing before him 
was inevitable. A man in any other 
state of mind would have undertaken 
to delude himself. 
He would have 
resorted to futile devices, or to some 
tragic issue before the end, or to 
some futile hope. 
It took a mind 
like Cbanvannes*. profoundly sane, 
to see that the thing that awaited 
him was inevitable! 
"I studied that journal as closely 
as a cipher dispatch.
